Bob  Burghat  Jr.  Each  person 
spoke  about  di f f erent  legislation  with  a q ues 1 1 on  and  answer 
period  following.  Rep  Burns  spoke  about  the  warehouse  bill  ar.d 
the  noxious  weed  bill.  Doug  Huddlestoi^old  about  House  Bill  1192- 
Taxation  , Senate  Bill  59-Conservation  easement,  House  Bill  1183- 
Brand  assessments  and  new  C.  0.  S.  H.  regulations.  Dave  Rice, 

CCA  Exec.  Vlce-Pres. , who  has  been  with  CCA  for  26  years  stated 
that  18-20#  of  the  legislative  bills  will  affect  cattlemen  and 
there  will  be  48-50  bills  in  this  short  session. 

The  Cowbelle  President  Marlene  Temple  gave  a short  report 
about  the  Cowbelle  activities  in  the  past  year.

WHEREAS;  Keat  Imports  durir.3  1975  exceeded  the  target  level 
agreed  upon  between  the  state  department  find  exporting 
countries  , 

AND  WHEREAS , these  target  levels  were  designated  as  the 
Naximum  amount  of  Import  beef  which  could  be  allocated  to 
keep  trade  channels  open  while  oftering  reasonable  protection 

to  domestic  producers. 

::L  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and 
horse  Growers  Assn,  go  on  record  as  urging  a strict  and  piompt 
monthly  accounting  of  imports*  and  limit  each  months  volume 
to  the  pro  rata  of  the  annual  target  level. 

RE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that  we  commend  the  ANCA  for  its 
vigilance  and  concern  in  this  matter,  and  that  we  support 
further  effort  in  197&  to  hold  imports  to  the  figure  set.

WHEREAS,  there  have  been  widespread  purchases  of  livestock  by- 
insolvent  operators,  and 

WHEREAS,  financial  Inability  to  settle  for  such  purchases  has 
resulted  in  staggering  losses  to  producers, 

BE  XT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and 
horse  Growers  Association  urge  stricter  legislation  in  regard 
to  bonding  and  payment  by  packers  and  dealers,  and  to  assure 
prompt  payment  and  enjoin  violators  from  conducting  further 


business. 


Resolution  No.  3 

WHEREAS,  concern  with  the  environment,  land  use  and  conservation 
has  triggered  many  proposed  regulations  which  would  hamper  and 
penalize  producers  and  property  owners , and  interfere  with 
traditional  practice, 

EE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and 
Horse  Growers  Association  recommend  application  of  such 
regulation  only  where  it  is  shown  to  be  absolutely  necessary, 
and  that  consultation  and  input  by  those  concerned  at  the 
local  level  be  a factor  in  such  determination.

V]  HE  REAS , the  Increase  in  land  and  property  values  has  olaced 
a jreat  hardship  on  heirs  to  estates,  and 

\ HE REAS , shortage  of  capital  has  often  made  It  necessary  to 
liquidate  property  to  comply  with  inheritance  tax  laws. 

II  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED,  that  the  3ent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse 
Gr  ow  ers  Association  recommend  amending  federal  and  state 
estate  tax  laws  as  follows: 

( 1 ) to  further  defer  Initial  payment  of  death  tax. 

(2)  to  extend  the  time  for  completion  of  payment  on  modest 
estates  to  (2.5)  twenty-five  years.  With  no  interest  during  the 
first  five  years  and  four  percent  interest  for  the  next  twenty 
years . 

(3)  to  incorporate  the  factor  of  ability  to  produce  into  the 
appraisal  of  agriculture  estates,  as  opposed  to  a strict  sale 
value  determination. 

(4)  to  increase  the  tax  exemption  on  estates  from  ^60,000  to 
a more  realistic  figure  of  4200,000.
